Proposition: Every person can be assured of the truth of the 
resurrection by grasping the three practical principals laid out in the text 
before us.

III. Rejoice in the Sovereign's Resurrection Dominion (Vs. 25,27)

2) Job 19:25-27 For I know that my redeemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter day upon the earth: And though after 
my skin worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see God: 
Whom I shall see for myself, and mine eyes shall behold, and 
not another; though my reins be consumed within me. Isaiah 
26:19 Thy dead men shall live, together with my dead body 
shall they arise. Awake and sing, ye that dwell in dust: for thy 
dew is as the dew of herbs, and the earth shall cast out the 
dead. Ezekiel 37:12-13 Therefore prophesy and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord GOD; Behold, my people, I will open your 
graves, and cause you to come up out of your graves, and bring 
you into the land of Israel. And ye shall know that I am the 
LORD, when I have opened your graves, my people, and 
brought you up out of your graves, Daniel 12:2 And many of 
them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt. 
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1) ...like the angles. The relationship of marriage and family 
although blessed and and vital, are not eternal. Mormon's err in 
their marriage vows, that state for time and eternity. No. Some 
Christian sects seem to make an idol of marriage and the family. 
They are not going to last forever! God's creative dominion, he 
will change our relationships. 


2) Philippians 3:21 Who shall change our vile body, that it may be 
fashioned like unto his glorious body, according to the working 
whereby he is able even to subdue all things unto himself. 

3) In an imperfect condition, the death of the body could only be a 
suspension of vital activities which in some form would be 
resumed. 


4) Daniel 12:2 And many of them that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall awake, some to everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt. 

5) ...or a horrifying body fit for eternal destruction. You can be a 
part of the churches resurrection to meet Christ on the day of 
the rapture and never stand before the throne of God's eternal 
judgment. That judgment can be resolved to day by turning 
from your life of sin and self and trusting Jesus Christ today!
